Fall of Port Arthur and Defeat of Ku­ 
ropatkin Will Not Daunt Russia. 
St. Petersburg. Aug. l l . — Discount­ 
ing the lull of Port Arthur and tho 
disastrous defeat of General Kuropat­ 
kin at the 
hands of tho 
combined 
Japanese armies, some diplomats are 
already speculating upon 
the situa­ 
tion in which tile combatants would 
be left and the question as to whether 
it is possible that way would be open­ 
ed for peace. 
The almost unanimous 
opinion is that with her present record 
of victories, combined with the finan­ 
cial difficulty of continuing the war 
indefinitely, 
Japan 
would 
welcome 
peace, and the almost unanimous ver­ 
dict is that 
Russia would 
adopt a 
contrary course. 
Even should every 
Russian soldier be driven out of Man­ 
churia, 
the diplomats believe 
that 
Russia could not afford to yield, but 
would be compelled to doggedly con­ 
tinue the war, collect another army in 
Siberia 
and take the offensive 
next 
year. 
Several keen diplomats, how­ 
ever, are of the opinion that Japan, 
by a clever coup in the event of Ku­ 
ropatkin being routed, might perhaps 
force the powers to intervene in a way 
that Russia 
could not 
resist. 
One 
diplomat, 
representing a 
European 
power at the court of Emperor Nicho­ 
las, said; 
Hay’s Note May Bring About Peace. 
"Secretary H ay’s 
note opening a 
way for the guarantee for the admin­ 
istrative entity of China, to which all 
the powers subscribed 
in principle, 
may after all become the means of 
bringing about peace. 
If Japan, push­ 
ing the Russian military forces out of 
Machuria and 
obtaining 
undisputed 
possession, should then 
formally re­ 
linquish the province 
to China, its 
real owner, and call upon the powers 
under their guarantee to protect the 
entity of the Celestial 
empire, I do 
not think the powers could escape re­ 
sponsibility. 
"There would, of course, be difficul­ 
ties growing out of the predilections of 
the various powers. 
Nevertheless all 
the powers, I believe, are in accord 
in a common desire to see peace re­ 
stored and many are of the opinion 
that the only hope of peace in the im­ 
mediate future, if the Japanese suc­ 
ceed in driving the Russians out of 
Manchuria, rests upon the interven­ 
tion of all the powers on the basis of 
their replies to Mr. H ay’s note.
